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Introducing the speaker in the audi- 
torium, President Leone stated that 
he had distinguished himself in the 
fields of architecture and city plan- 
ning, and he added some interesting 
biographical data. 


Mr. Kahn began his lecture by stat- 
ing that automobiles are our legs, 
but he added that one person in a 
big car creates quite an aggravating 
traffic problem. He said that cities 
are widening their streets to take 
care of more cars, but, as a chal- 
lenge, he asked, "why not close the 
streets and have no cars at all?” 


He designated streets as "dry riv- 
ers,’ adding that ships must have 
docks and wharves in order to func- 
tion properly, and so must cars have 
places to park at their destinations. 
The speaker showed slides of traf- 
fic studies he had made for the 
City of Philadelphia, in which he dis- 
tinguished between traffic of the 
continuous type and that he called 
“staccato.” 


Mr. Kahn proposed a most inter- 
esting use of the many streets he 
would close. Some he would have 
become broad, tree-lined promin- 
ades. Stores would move their dis- 
plays into the open space. Street 
cars and buses would take but lit- 
tle space—two lanes. Sidewalk cafes 
would come into style. 


Other streets would be made into 
cul-de-sacs for short-time parking. 
The speaker urged planners to 
“throw away the rule book” and 
start fresh, discarding all laws and 
“old wives’ ісісв” that hamper 
thinking. 


Mr. Kahn, who, in addition to prac- 
ticing, teaches at Yale University, is 
particularly interested in the city 
planning problems of his home City 
of Philadelphia at the present time. 
He made no effort to apply his stud- 
ies specifically to the City of Detroit. 
A most spirited question-and-ans- 
wer period followed Mr. Kahn's lec- 
ture.

Proposed Amendments to By-Laws. Michigan Society of Architects 


In compliance with ARTICLE X, AMENDMENTS, 
of the by-laws of the Michigan Society of Archi- 
tects, the following proposed amendments to 
said by-laws are herewith published ‘'at least 
ten (10) days prior to the meeting at which they 
are to be voted upon.“ The Board of Directors 
of the Society has decided to submit the follow- 
ing amendments to four articles for approval by 
the Society at its 39th Annual Convention to be 
held on March 11-12 & 13, 1953 at Hotel Statler 
in Detroit: 


1. It is proposed to amend ARTICLE ІІ, MEM- 
BERSHIP, so as to provide for a new class of 
membership to be known as Employee Member- 
ship. If approved, this new additional classifica- 
tion will be Section 3 of Article II, replacing the 
present Section 3 which will be numbered Sec- 
tion 4; the present Section 4 will become Sec- 
tion 5, and the present Section 5 will become 
Section 6 (portions in bold type are new): 


SECTION 3.—EMPLOYEE MEMBERSHIP 

AN EMPLOYEE OF AN ACTIVE OR NON-RES- 
IDENT MEMBER OF THIS SOCIETY, WHO IS NOT 
A CORPORATE MEMBER IN A CHAPTER OF THE 
AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ARCHITECTS, MAY 
BECOME AN EMPLOYEE MEMBER OF THIS SO- 
CIETY UPON APPROVAL BY THE BOARD. 


AN APPLICANT FOR EMPLOYEE MEMBERSHIP 
MUST BE RECOMMENDED BY AN ACTIVE OR 
NON-RESIDENT MEMBER EMPLOYER, WHO 
SHALL CERTIFY THAT THE APPLICANT ON THE 
DATE OF THE APPLICATION IS AND FOR THE 
PREVIOUS THREE MONTHS HAS BEEN HIS EM- 
PLOYEE. 


A PERSON ADMITTED TO EMPLOYEE MEMBER- 
SHIP OF THIS SOCIETY SHALL CONTINUE TO 
BE A MEMBER REGARDLESS OF SUBSEQUENT 
CHANGE IN EMPLOYMENT, PROVIDED THE 
NEW EMPLOYER IS AND CONTINUES TO BE 
AN ACTIVE OR NON-RESIDENT MEMBER OF 
THE SOCIETY IN GOOD STANDINNG UNDER 
THE BY-LAWS. 


EMPLOYEE MEMBERS SHALL HAVE ALL OF THE 
PRIVILEGES OF ACTIVE MEMBERSHIP EXCEPT 
THAT THEY MAY NOT (1) VOTE AT MEETINGS 
OF THE SOCIETY AND (2) HOLD ANY OFFICE 
THEREIN. 


2. It is further proposed to amend ARTICLE IV, 
DUES, FEES AND ASSESSMENTS, by adding the 
two words in bold, upper-case letters in fol- 
lowing draft of Section 2: 


SECTION 2. ANNUAL DUES 

Subject to the approval of all Michigan Chapters, 
the Board shall set the amount of the annual 
dues to be paid by active members to the Society. 
Such dues shall be levied uniformly on a per- 
capita basis. Dues of active members shall be 


collected by the treasurers of the chapters and 
shall be transmitted by the treasurers of the 
chapters to the treasurer of the Society at 
intervals of not more than three months. 
The treasurers of the chapters shall accompany 
their remittances to the Society with the names 
of the individuals whose dues are included 
therein. Membership cards issued by the chap- 
ters upon payment of dues shall bear the state- 
ment that they include membership in the Mich- 
igan Society of Architects, unless issued to in- 
dividuals specifically excluded by these by-laws. 
The Board of this Society shall alone set the 
amount of annual dues to be paid to the So- 
ciety by each non-resident AND EMPLOYEE 
member, who shall be billed for their dues direct- 
ly by the treasurer of the Society, and to whom 
receipts acknowledging payment of such dues 
are to be issued by the treasurer 


3. It is also proposed to extensively amend 
ARTICLE V, BOARD OF DIRECTORS, so as to 
provide for rotation of members of the Board of 
Directors of the Society and to provide for one (1) 
additional director to be known as Director-At- 
Large, who will always be the immediate past 
president of the Society. In the following draft 
ef Article V, those parts which it is proposed to 
delete are underlined and those portions in bold, 
upper-case type will, if approved, be added: 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Section 1. Membership 

The Board of Directors of the Society shall be 
elected from among the members of the various 
chapters, in accordance with the following 
schedule: 


(a) There shall be one (1) Director from each 
chapter, who shall be a member of the govern- 
ing board of that chapter 


(b) There shall be additional Directors from each 
chapter in a number determined by the corpor- 
ate membership of the chapter at the date of 
its annual election, as follows:

(C) THERE ALSO SHALL BE ONE (1) DIRECTOR

HAVE THE SAME PRIVILEGES AND DUTIES AS 
OTHER BOARD MEMBERS BUT HE MAY NOT 
BE ELECTED TO ANY OF THE OFFICES OF 
THE BOARD, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE 
OFFICE OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY. 


Method of Election 

Directors from each chapter shall be chosen in 
such manner as the respective chapters may 
determine and set forth in their by-laws. Elec- 
tion of Directors shall take place in the re- 
spective chapters between October 1 and No- 
vember 30 of each year. Directors so elected 
shall take oflice at a Board meeting held in 
the month of December 


Section 3. Term of Office 

Directors shall hold office for one (1) year from 
the date of their election or until their successors 
have been duly elected. 


Section 2. 


THE TERM OF OFFICE OF THE DIRECTORS OF 
THE BOARD OF THE SOCIETY SHALL BE AS 
FOLLOWS: 


(A) DIRECTORS WHO ARE MEMBERS OF THE 
GOVERNING BOARDS OF THEIR CHAPTERS 
AND EX-OFFICIO HAVING BEEN CHOSEN AS 
DIRECTORS OF THE BOARD OF THE SOCIETY 
SHALL HOLD OFFICE FOR ONE (1) YEAR OR 
UNTIL THEIR SUCCESSORS HAVE BEEN DULY 
ELECTED. 


(B) ALL OTHER DIRECTORS, EXCEPT THE DI- 
RECTOR AT LARGE, SHALL HOLD OFFICE FOR 
TWO (2) YEARS FROM THE DATE OF THEIR 
ELECTION, OR UNTIL THEIR SUCCESSORS 
HAVE BEEN DULY ELECTED, AND PROVIDED 
THAT NO CHAPTER SHALL ELECT MORE THAN 


SHALL BE CHOSEN IN ALTERNATE YEARS. 


(C) THE DIRECTOR AT LARGE SHALL HOLD 
OFFICE FOR ONE (1) YEAR OR UNTIL HIS IM- 
MEDIATE SUCCESSOR HAS BEEN REPLACED 
BY A NEW PRESIDENT. 


Section 4. Functions of the Board 

(a) The Board shall be vested with the author- 
ity to manage, direct, control, conduct and 
administer the property, affairs and business of 
the Society, and in the interim between annual 
meetings, within the appropriations made there- 
for, put into effect all general policies, direc- 
tions and instructions adopted at a meeting of 
the Society; to authorize the issuance and mail- 
ing of such bulletins and publications to its 
members and others as it deems expedient, and 
shall establish and adopt rules and cther reg- 
ulations, supplementing but not in conflict with 
these by-laws to govern the use of the prop- 
erty, name, initials, symbol and insignia of the 
Society; to govern the affairs and business of 
the Society.
